The following journals are devoted primariljr to the publication 
of international trade and financial statistics, covering many 
countries : 

International Crop and Agn^icnltural Statistics. 

Issued monthly by the International Institute of Agriculture, Rome, in 
four languages — French, English, Spanish, and Italian — and in three parts. 

1. Prices, — Official quotations from the exciianges of figures collected 
from trustworthy private sources. The prices of foodstuffs are quoted 
in the national currency of the producing country as well as in the 
currencies of the different markets on which the products in question 
are quoted. The translation from one currency into another is carried 
out at a rate given at the beginning of each publication. Cereals, textiles, 
and freight rates are the principal subjects included in these statistics. 
The report generally appears in the middle of the month and gives the 
rates of the weeks of the preceding month. 

2. Production.— Gives in metric units the cultivated areas and yields, 
together with percentages and averages for preceding years, in the case of 
cereals, potatoes, beet roots, wine, textile, tobacco, etc. Each number 
contains a summary of official information supplied by the different coun- 
tries about the state of their cultivated land and harvest forecasts. Some- 
times statistics of cattle are given. 

3. Trade and stocks.— Gives statistics in connection with international 
trade and monthly export and import figures, the figures of each month 
being • compared with those of other months and the period since the 
beginning of the year in question being compared with corresponding 
I)eriods of preceding years. The figures given take into account quantities 
and not values and are expressed in metric units. Only general trade Is 
dealt with. 

MontUy Bulletin of Statistics. 

Issued by the League of Nations, Geneva, in Engli^ and In French. 
It Is made up from the data collected from the official publications or 
from the authorities quoted in the Bulletin. The questions treated are: 
Production of pig iron; coal ; steel; ships; tonnage In construction; foreign 
trade, In quantities and values; movement of shipping; wholesale prices; 
finances; metallic reserve; circulation; discount; bank rate; capital 
Issues; statistics of unemployed. 

Monthly Eecord of the International Institute of Commerce. 

Published by the International Institute of Commerce in Brussels. This 
Is patronized by 17 countries, its offices being in Brussels, and has been 
published since September, 1921. It includes a part dealing with legisla- 
tive Information, fairs, exhibitions, etc., and a part dealing with statistics. 
The questions dealt with are more or less the same as those in the Bul- 
letin of the League of Nations. It gives a number of figures, the most 
important of which are the index numbers of wholesale and retail prices, 
as well as those showing fluctuations in the rates of exchange and the 
normal rates. 
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Monthly Bulletin of the International Institute of Statistics. 

This is published by the International Institute of statistics, which since 
1921 has published a monthly bulletin, drawn up by its permanent ofllce at 
The Hague, and which practically deals only with the statistics of whole- 
sale prices of foodstuffs and various kinds of articles (11 articles). Actual 
prices and estimates are worked out by the office according to very 
rigorous methods. Official or unofficial figures given by the different 
countries are compared. 

The International Labor Beview. 

Published by the International Labor Office at Genoa, in English and 
French. Gives every month statistics of unemployed and up-to-date in- 
formation about \vholesale and retail prices in the whole world, with many 
details about the cost of living in the different countries. 

The Survey of Current Business. 

Published monthly by the Department of Commerce, Washington, D. C. 
This is primarily a collection of statistics of domestic production and 
trade, but includes also a large amount of data on trade, production, and 
prices in foreign countries. 
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
